Rapidly In Lal(e County 



AnUoch's March of Dimes cam- 
paign was scheduled to got under 
way today and Director Roy Kufallc 
is hoping that the TcceipLs this year 
will exceed those of last year when 
the community raised ' $573.19.

Section 1. That there is hereby csta- 
bllshed an executive department of 
this Village to be known and desig- 
nated as the combined Waterworks 
and Sewerage Department of the Vil- 
lage of Antioch, and there shall be 
placed in charge of the general mana- 
gement and control* therof a Super- 
intendent, who shall bo appointed by 
the Village President, with the ap- 
proval of this Board of Trustees ex- 
pressed by ordinance, it being here- 
by determined and declared that the 
establishment of said Department 
and the appointment of a Superin- 
tendent thereof os aforesaid is nec- 
essary and expedient for the best in- 
terests of said Villogc. Said Superin- 
tendent shall qualify for office In 
the same manner as any elective of- 
ficial of said Village and shall post 
such bond in such amount as may be 
determined by the Village President. 
All necessary employees of said De- 
partment shall likewise be appointed 
by the Village President with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Trustees ex- 
pressed by ordinance. 

Section 2. That there shall bo 
and there Is hereby established rates 
and charges for the use of and .for 
the services supplied by the com- 
bined municipal waterworks and 
sewerage system of the Village of 
Antioch, Lake County, Illinois, based 
upon meter readings ot the amount 



the date thereof. If payment be made 
of the full amount of the bill within 
ten (10) days after the date of the 
original bill, then and only in such 
case a discount of ten per cent 
(107o) of the amount of the bill shall 
be allowed to the consumer. 

Section 4. In the event said rates or 
charges for water and sewerage ser- 
vice, or either of them, arc not paid 
within ninety (DO) days, after the 
rendition of the bill for such service, 
such charges shall be deemed and 
arc hereby declared to be delinquent, 
and thereafter such delinquencies 
shall constitute Hens upon the real 
estate for which such services arc 
supplied, and the Village Clerk is 
hereby authorized and directed to file 
sworn statements showing such delin- 
quencies in the office of the Record- 
er of Deeds of Lake County, Illinois, 
and the filing of such statements 
shall be deemed notice for the pay- 
ment of such charges for such ser- 
vice. 

Section 5. If the charges for water 
and sewerage service or either of 
them, are not paid within Ninety (90) 
days alter the rendition of the bill 
for such service, such service shall 
be discontinued without further no- 
tice and shall not be reinstated until 
all past due bills arc paid in full, to- 
gether with payment made of Five 
Dollars ($5.00) for reinstating such 
service. 

Section 6. It is hereby made the du- 
ty of the Village Clerk of said Vil- 
lage to render bills for water and 
sewerage service, or either of them, 
and all other charges in connection 



therewith and to collect all moneys 
due thereon. 

Section 7. All revenues and moneys 
derived from the operation of the 
combined waterworks 'and sewerage 
system shall be held by the Village 
Clerk separate and apart from his 
private funds and separate and apart 
from all other funds of the Village, 
and all of said sums, without any de- 
ductions whatsoever, shall be deliver- 
ed to the Village Treasurer not more 
than ten (10) days after the receipt 
of the same, or at such more frequent 
intervals as may from time to lime 
be directed by the Council. 

Section 8. The Village Treasurer 
shall receive all such revenues from 
the combined waterworks ond sewer- 
age system ond all other funds and 
moneys Incident to the operation of 
said system, as the some moy be de- 
livered to him, and deposit the same 
in a separate fund, designated as the 
"Waterworks and Sewerage Fund of 
the Village of Antloch," and said 
Treasurer shall adminlstci- said fund 
in every respect in the manner pro- 
vided by Article 62 of the Revised 
Cities and Villages Act, and all other 
laws thereunto enabling. 

Section 0. Said Village Treasurer 
shall establish a proper system of ac- 
counts and shall keep proper books, 
records and accounts, in which com- 
plete and correct entries shall be 
made of all transactions relative to 
the combined waterworks and sewer- 
age system, and at regular annual in- 
tervals the Village shall cause to be 
made an audit by an Independent au- 
diting concern, of the books, to show 
the rccipts and disbursements of the 
combined system. 

Section 10. That a copy of this ordi- 
nance, properly certified by the Vil- 
lage Clerk, shall be filed in the of- 
fice of the Recorder of Deeds of 
Lake. County, Illinois, and shall be 
deemed notice to all owners of real 
estate of their liability for water and 
sewerage service supplied any occu- 
pant or user of such services on .theb: 
properties. 

Section 11. All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed in so far 
as the conflicting portions thereof 
are concerned.' 

Section 12. This ordinance shall 
be in full force and effect upon its 
passage - and publication as provided 
by law; .
